, tie, no deciding campaign. 


Renewed Activity Shown in Balkans—j 
Both sides await with equal confi- 
dence and determination this contest. 
Whether it will be fought or avoid- 
ed, no one knows. 
Events will de- 
cide. The 
fate of Belgiom depends 
opon the outcome. If-the war is a 
draw, Belgium's future 
will depend 
upon the peace terms. 


Peace today depends upon the solu- 
tion of the Belgian question.

FOR WORLD PEACE 


C. H. Sherrill, Former South American 


: , Minister, Presents Views to Strike 


Bargains With Europe.

Washington,tD. C., Dec. 31.—Charles 


H. Sherrill, former United Stales'miu- 
ister to the Argentlne-.Republic, .in an 
address here last night advanced me 
suggestions.that the 
United- -States- 
might strike some bargain with Euro- 
.pean nations and Japan 
whereby 
American possession of the 
Philip" 
pines would be relinquished if the old 
world nations would give up their few 
remaining colonial possessions-in the 
western 
hemisphere. 
Mr. Sherrill 
was elaborating-upon the views which 
he expounded some time- ago, to the 
effect that the Monroe doctrine should 
be completed, by having the United 
States purchase and set free all ex- 
isting European colonies in the new 
worl, except Canada, whirh is already 
'self-governing. 


In last night's address, which was 
delivered at a banquet given by the 
Carnegie Foundation to the American 
Institute of International 
Law 
and 
other societies, Mr. Sherrill said that, 
to make sure of a cont.ining peace 0:1 
the Pacific, the United States must 
act as, through t.he Monroe doctrine,' 
it asked others to to. For nearly a 
century, he said, the United States 
had preached to all the outside world 
against interference with the affairs 
of this hemisphere, and Peace on the 
Pacific could not be 
assured 
until 
Japan was convinced that what we 
preach oil the eastern shores of that 
ocean we are willing to practice on the 
western. 


Sherrill's Address. 
There is no use disguising the tact 
that, many Americans feel that we, are 
and ought to be the natural protector 
of China against what they call Japan- 
ese aggression. 
Until we definitely 
exercise that international bogey we 
will never gain that complete confi- 
dence of Japan which will spell con- 
tinued peace on the Pacific.
